If any Carriages or Wheels happen to break by the Way, 
the Cannon, or broken Carriage, muſt immediately be 
moved afide, that the March may not be obſtructed, for 
which Purpoſe the Camp-Smith who follows with his 
Workmen, is without Delay to be fetched, in Order to 
repair the Damage. In marching the Artillery both out of, 
and into Camp, the utmoſt Caution is to be obſerved. The 
Powder-Waggons are to halt, till the Artillery, Pontoons, 
and Waggons are moved up to their prager Ground, and 
drawn up in Order, after which they are to be driven very 
flowly into the Center. When the Powder Waggons are 
drawn up, the Gunners are to unload the Chevaux de Friſe, 


and Plant them before each Front of the Powder-Waggons. 


On their Arrival in Camp, the Carriages, Frames, Beds, 
Wheels and Coverings of the Waggons, are to be carefully in- 

ſpected by the Drivers and Waggon-Maſter, and whatſoever 
is found defective muſt be taken away, and replaced by new
